Watkins 
fails to teach his skills utilized rely on the exact information as outlined in 
applicant's limitations. The selection of information relied upon for different skills 
would be an obvious matter of design choice and would present little or no 
difficulty to one of ordinary skill in the art. 



2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ellenbogen (878). 

Ellenbogen discloses an article For improving Correspondence Letter 
Writing. 

Regarding claims 1-11 

Ellenbogen teaches an instruction method which trains children in writing 
letters (see abstract). His training provides various templates (categories) and 
Thematic markings (many parameters). Ellenbogen fails to teach his skills 
utilized rely on the exact information as outlined in applicant's limitations. The 
selection of information relied upon for different skills would be an obvious matter 
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of design choice and would present little or no difficulty to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kapiloff (338) 

Kapiloff discloses a Method Of training Children In The art Of Dialogue 
Writing. 

Regarding claims 1-11 

Kapiloff teaches an instruction method which trains individuals in the art of 
writing dialogue (see abstract). Kapiloff fails to teach his skills utilized rely on the 
exact information as outlined in applicant's limitations. The selection of 
information relied upon for different skills would be an obvious matter of design 
choice and would present little or no difficulty to one of ordinary skill in the art.
